One rat can be worth $20-- 
but only if he’s dead. 

Each rat or mouse in the 
house and barn can eat or 
waste $5 to $20 worth of 
feed each year. A pair of 
rats can do away with more 
than 50 pounds of chicken 
mash each year or enough 
grain to feed a dairy cow for 
24 days. 

“There’s no better time 
than right now to get rid of 
these pests,’’ says Earl 
Kennamer, Auburn University 
fish and wildlife specialist. 

During harvest, rats and 
mice follow farmers from the 
field to the crib and pantry.
